To THe triton or tHe buiietin :- Io this 
day’s Weekly Builetin you have a clipping 
trom the Sucreweno Aecord, claiming Mar- 
sonll as the finder of the ¢ aii ornin gold, and 
desiriug @ pensivn for him +s such. As this 
i urjust tu otbera ( be renl discoverers), I 
vive velow # short account of its discovery: 

First—!n 1792, ia Cornnnn, Spain, one 
Loyola Cabello published a book of the 
** Record of Culifurnia Missicus,'’ and in it 
stated that to the noribwest of San Jose 
Mis-wwo plac-ros of gold were found, but 
voly in swells quantities 

S:coud—\Wr. Abel Stearns, living in San 
Bera irdiny coity, sent to the Phitadelphia 
Mut considessble gold dust, to be coined, 
bouglt by bim from Indians. (See bis 
evidence in lot3 before the Legisi.ture 0: 
California.) 

Third—In 1842 James D. Dana, A. M., 
Mimeraiogist of Wilkes’ Exploriug Expedi- 
tion, in his ‘System of Minerslugy,”” page 
552 (first edition), says gold rocks and veins 
of quits were ot.erved by the author in 
1842, near the Umpqua river, in Southern 
Oregon. Again, on pages 251-2, be says he 
fuund gold near :be Sierra Nevada, ou the 
Sacranen'v, and also inthe San Joaquin 
rivereand betweeu those rivers. 

Fuurth—During the months of October and 
November, 1845, Salvadur, a Mexicen, was 
shot ia San Francisco on account of having 
« bag of gold dust, and when near dying 
pointed northward und said ‘legos, legos,”’ 
or “yonder,” as to where be had found the 
gold dast. 

Fifth—On the 16th of September, 1846, G. 
M. Evans and Jobo Sirrine (a Mormon,) 
discovered gold dust about eight or ten 
miles south-southeast from Lindsey’s Lake, 
near Stockton, as it is now called. Sirrine 
is in New York and Evans is the writer. 

Sixth—On the 9th of January, 1848, Hen- 
derson Cox snd Beardsley, two Mormons, 


ed there uatil the 9th of February, according 
to-the information to them, and divided witb 
me. 

Seventh—On the 9th or 10th of February, 
Marshall occepted the mill-race puddling from 
the Mormons, and then was the first time he 
knew of the gold. 

Eighth—The mill was always known as 
Sutter's mil, Marsbali only being his fore- 
man; 80 Marshal lost no mill, and his penury 
was the effect of mismanagement of tunds or 
wastefulness. 

Un the 10th of April, 1847, the first mail 
from San Francisco to tne States, via Salt 
Like, was sent by Lieuterans Beal nod Sam 
Braovan, containiog ap account of the gold 
p Osp-cts in Cai ornia in the California Star. 

‘The first positive knowledge of gold dust 
in quantitics was made known by Sam Bran- 
nan abeut tbe 12:h of May, 1848, in San 
Francisco, which caused an exodus of the male 
popu ination to the mines.

Loxpox, Jan. 9—Graves and Rathbone, M. 
P.'s, in speeches Po nrswe evening, referred 
to the Treaty of Washington in terms of the 
highest praise, and advocated an alliance be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. 

The Treaty is the leading topic in the 
House at the present time. 

The Observer alone opposes the Treaty; it 
says thatthe English Uommnissioners bave 
been outwiited; that England is bouod baad 
and foot. It says that if the Geneva Conofer- 
ence shall award all the United States officials 
have claimed, it would be less injarious to 
Englead than settlement (7). The Observer 
concludes with an appeal to withdraw from 
& Treaty which isan insult to the country. 

New York, Jan. 8—A special from Berlio 
ssys, Bismarek bas issued a circular on the 
French outrages committed on Prussian 
soldiers. An indemnity has been forwarded 
to all the German Ministers and agents. It 
is supposed that the conteuts of the Prussian 
State paperindicate the existence of distrust 
in Bismarck's mind as to the intentions ot 
the Thiers Government. 

A Paris special says that Ferre will resign 
his position ig the French Ministry, for the 
reason that beds a Free Traderr 

Tue arms taken by the Prussians from the 
French, and subsequently sold to the Belgians, 
have been secretly parchased by the Interna 
tionalists, 

Communists have been secretly pursued by 
the laternationalists, 

Communist journals just issued, show that 
the Communists were aozious to submit to 
the Government authorities during the latter 
days of the insurrection, but were prevented 
by Rossel. 

Loxpon, Jan. 8—An important demonstia- 
tion was made by Irishmen at Liverpool last 
night in favor of home rule forlreland. Sul- 
livan, editor of the Dublin Nation, addressed 
tbe meeting, which was enthusiastic, but 
orderly. 

Mancagstar, Jan §—To-day a church was 
destroyed by lightning.

Queenstown, Ireland, Jan. 8—The bealth

Lonpox, Jan. 5—The Marquis of Hasting- 
tou, Chief Secretary for Ireiand, in an address 
to bis Governmeut declured that the Gor- 
ernment must be firm in suppressing rebellion 
in Ireland, and should) set ite face against 
leaving education in the bands of the Friest- 
hood. 

Loxpox, Jan. 6—The British soveriengty 
bas beeu proclaimed over that portivn of 
African Territory which was recently auuex- 
ed to Cape Colony as a poxsession of Great 
Britian, and a portion of the Free State pro- 
tested agninst the annexation. 

Bavsseris, Jun. 6—The workmen of Blum- 
meaux have strack for more wages, There 
bas been a redu tivo of Lours siuce the s:rike 
commenced.

Loxbox, Jan, 8—Prince Gortschakoff, in « 
recent communication to the American Mia- 
ister at St. Petersburg, announced that the 
Russian Government bas concluded to recall 
Catacugtzy from Washington. The Prince 
says he cannot but regret that some of the 
correspondence which passed ia regard tothe 
matter at Washington, appeared to be want- 
ing in respect to tbe Russian representative. 
He concludes,—‘‘We shall consider the con- 
duct of Catacazzy when be bas had an oppor- 
tunity of presenting bis case in person, as he 
now totally denies the justice of the com- 
plainte made against bim at Washington. 
We must suspend judgment until we ‘have 
beard his defence.

Satr Lake, Jan. 4—Brigham Young is at 
bome in ccstody of the U.S. Marshal. He 
is perfectly quiet, and apparently not at all 
disconcerted. He receives visitors daily, and 
talks cheerfully; says that his health is 
very good, and that be bas no anxiety what 
ever as to the result of the trial; God will 
protect him, aud vindicate him as he always 
bas in the past; bis enemies and those of bis 
people must fall before the Lord.

9th inet., unless some 
provision. be made at Washington, to meet 
the expenses of summoning witnesses, etc.

BASTERN STATES. 


New Yorx, 6.—A correspondent of the 
World who interviewed Lord Tenterden, one 
of the Geneva Commissioners, writes that 
Lord Tenterden says, the meetings of the 
commissioners aré to be held with closed 
doors.

The Mew Work “Serald’—How it 
is Mianaged and Zdited—The 
Salaries it Pays. 


[N. ¥. Correspondence Richmoxd Whig.) 

Some of the readers of the WAig. may be 
interested ina correct 6 atement ut ibe cust of 
publishing and labor required to conduct the 
New York Herald, the vldest of the quarto 
dailies published in this ciiy. The editorial 
staff consists of one chief, one mavaging, one 
financial, one city editor, and eight edituria! 
writers. The ship news, foreign news, do- 
Mesiic news, statistical matiers and transla- 
tien departments each have a chief; with 
such assistance as they may require, from the 
city department. The city department is 
presided uver by « chief who must have 
gone through all the gradations of the repor- 
torial department. 

This force consists of twenty-seven re- 
porters, who cover all the news poiute in 
New York, Jersey City, Brooklyo, and cone 
tiguous places of easy access to New York. 
The salary of the managing editor is $3,000 
per annum; floancial editor $6,000 perannum, 
and the writers, or sub-editors, from $40 tu 
$60 per week; reporters $25 to $30 per 
week. 

Io the composing room, seventy-five men 
are employed, whose pay depends upon the 
skill and steadiness of their labor some mak- 
iog as bigh as $4: per week. 

The editorial force meet daily in the “coun 
cilroom" of the establishmeot. The meet- 
ing is presided over by Bennet, father or son 
ae the case may be, or in the absence of both 
these gentlemen, then liy the senior writer, 
Dr. Geo, B. Wallis, who, by the way is a 
uative of Richmond. At this council all the 
current questions of the day are discussed, 
all formality in speaking on topics is avoided, 
and it partakes more of a family gathering 
Dr. Bennet, afier carefully looking over his 
memorandum points breaks silence, and the 
converration takes a cheerful tura, and con- 
tioues for upward of two hours. In the in- 
terim each editor 1s assigned to writea 
certain article. 

Mr. Bevoet, senior, has not written an 
article tor the erald for upwards of thirty 
years, yet be identifies bimself with the 
editcrial colamns by requiring the editors to 
keep the tone and style uf their articles within 
certain cardinal points. 

Mr. Bennet has a telegraph wire (nine miles) 
connecting the Jerald office with bis resi- 
deuce at Fort Washington; also a shorter 
line (three miles) to bis bouse on Fifth 
avenue. Bytbis means he is in constant 
communieation with the office. Important 
news from Europe, and indeed from any part 
of the world is announced to him, and he 
sends the points for a leader over the wires 
the telegraph key being manipulated by the 
gentle hand of his beautiful’ daughter, 
Jeannette. 

The foreign correspondence of the Herald 
is now in charge ofa gentleman in London, 


whereceives a salary of $5,000 per year in gold. 


He moves and instructs the correspondests at 
the various European capitals, 

The receipts from advertising range from 
$2,500 to' $5,000. per day, according to the 
changes in the busy season of the year. 

Mr Bennet’s income from bie rea: estate 
and newspaper is $225,000 per year, and that 
ef his son, $45 000. 

Bennet, Sr., is seventy-five years of age,
